Premier Defends Attitude Toward 
Russia In Replying to Bar- 
thou's Speech.

PARIS, March 26,—Premier Millerand 

declared in the Chamber of Deputies this 

afternoon that the Turk must be main- 
tined in Constantinople.. Tonight’s 
papers say that President Wiison’s note 
on Turkey is on its way and that it says 
that the Turk must be put out- of 

Constantinople. 

The Premier made his statement in 
the course of the debate on foreign 
policy now in progress, Following the 
attack on Bngland yesterday by former 
Premier Barthou and an attack on the 
French and allied Russian policy this 
afternoon by Marcel Cachin, Radical 
Socialist, M. Milflerand took the floor 
and defended his Government. Cachin 
had charged that the Allies were guilty 
of imperialistic dismemberment of Tur- 
key which would destroy that nation. 
A. Millerand replied that it was too 
early to make any such charge, as the 
terms of the treaty were atill being 
negotiated. He said that the Allied 
Governments intended to maintain a 
Turkey which would be able to live and 
to allow the. Turkish Government to 
function. In order to accomplish that, 
he asserted, the Sultan must be left in 
Constantinople. 

Allies In Concert On Bussia. 

As for Russia, he said that none of 
the Allies would act independently in 
a@ manner which might injure the inter- 
ests of another ally. He recalled that 
the Premiers had favored the resump- 
tion of commercial relations with Rus- 
sia, but had not recognized the Soviet 
Government. 

The Premier reviewed the plans for 
sending a League of Nations Committee 
to fake a report upen political condi- 
tions in Russia. He said that the Allies 
had communicated their Russian decision 
to Washington and that the American 
Government had replied that it, too, 
favored commercial dealings with Rus- 
sia, but was not ready to recognize the 
Soviet authority.. In reply to Cachin’s 
charge that the French Government was 
doing’ nothing to straighten out the 
Russian tangle M. Millerand said that 
France was doing as much as any one 
else. 

The Premier theri defended the allied 
nations’ policy with regard to Germany. 
His speech was quietly received. 

Barthou’s Speech Disapproved. 

M. Barthou's effort yesterday was not 

well received by the Paris press. His 


well in columns parallel to those giving 
the British Premier's words of encour- 
agement te France and pledging Eng- 
jiand’s aid to make Germany pay. His 
advocacy of recognition of the Soviets 
ran up against a brick wall of opposl- 
tion. While there is a great deal of dis- 
contént in France over the trend of al- 
lied affairs, Barthou appears to have 
gone further than most of his country- 
men are ready to go.

“ Barthou did not speak like a states- 
man, either in meaning or in form. His 
discourse was not that of a parliamenta- 
rian.

Pertinax Defends Entente Cordiale. 

Pertinax, in the Echo. de Paris, says: 

“The Entente cordiale is an institu- 
tion the value of which cannot be ex- 
aggerated. It corresponds in France as 
in England to profound popular senti- 
ment. If we withdraw from-.it we will 
face surprises and disappointments much 
more: bitter than those to which Mr. 
Barthou referred. To follow Barthou 
would be to break the alliance. We 
cannot follow him.’’ 

The Figaro says that Barthou went 
too far and that there was too much 
oratory and passion and not enough 
common sense in his attack on Angland. 

Victoire’s editor says that Barthou 
gives him a headache. The Matin seems 
to think that if Barthou’s attack was 
in any way responsible for Lloyd 
George’s declaration, which in point of 
time was some two hours later than 
Barthou, he did France a good turn.
